Beagle Oregon Day

gle, Oregon Is No Dog!!! 
both bumper stickers cre- 
ated by Eagle Point Mu- 
seum curator, Barbara 
Hegne in an attempt to 
create some interest in 
historic Beagle, Oregon. 

The name, Beagle 
was established in 1885 
with the first post office 
and William T. Beagle as 
postmaster. 

The pioneers began 
settling in the Beagle area 
as early as 1853 with the 
two donation Land Claims 
of Captain James Bruce of 
Company “D" and Edward 
Pelton. Their land was in 
sections 15 & 16, Old 
Sam's Valley Road (now 
called Dodge Road) and 
Antioch Road. 

In 1860, school 
district #18 was estab- 
lished as Antioch, further 
to the west Sam's Creek 
School was established in 
1861 with the community 
name of “Moonville”. 

In 1864, the name 
for the Antioch district be- 
came Table Rock, but in 
1879, Table Rock took its 
own district as #44 and 
Antioch retained #18. 

The community aJ- 
most lost its identity 
when during World War II 
the federal government lo- 
cated Camp White at Bea- 
gle and bought up land 
from about 100 families.T 
he families had to re- 
locate. All the homes were 
either moved or demol- 
ished, and the two ceme- 
teries were covered with 6 
feet of dirt. 

The area was used 
as a shooting range and 
military maneuvers dur- 
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ing the war years. 

After the war many of 
the original families were 
allowed to purchase their 
land back at a reduced 
price. 

Where once green 
cultivated land stretched 
out as far as the eye could 
see, was dry stubble and 
clumps of dirt. Not one 
stick of lumber or one 
growing flower could be 
found. 

Still these hearty 
Beagle citizens began the 
task of love and repair. In 
the process, they up- 
rooted live shells and 
buried metal. Working 
from dusk to dawn, soon 
the land began to bloom. 

When the Beagle 
post office ceased opera- 
tion in 1941, the locals 
refused to abandon the 
beloved name of Beagle. 

Beginning in 1943, 
the Beagle families have 
met every year for a grand 
get-to-gather picnic, and 
they meet every second 
Thursday for lunch. 
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In the 
(when good weather 
arrives), a HISTORIC 
BEAGLE DAY is planned. 
This will be a fund 
raiser through the Eagle 
Point Historical Society to 
preserve Beagle history 
and designate Beagle as 
HISTORICAL BEAGLE. 
Tentative plans 
include: 
1. Purchase a case to 
display items of pioneer 
Beagleites and honor the 
families. 
2. have a display roster 
made listing Beagle 
pioneer families. 
3. And a special plaque 
honoring Thelma 
Sanderson Beers. 
4. With permission, place 
a historical marker where 
the last Beagle Post Office 
Sat. 
5, Design and produce a 
special commemorative 
Beagle post card with 
Beagle cancellation post 
mark.

Items include: Railroad station phone, signal 
light lamp, rails, very rare cast iron train toy, train 
models, spikes, ties, conductor’s cap, engine keys, 
Southern Pacific locks & medallions, emergency 
lanterns, oil can, and numerous photographs, maps 
and books....and more.

We have a 
small collection of history of the train that went 
through Eagle Point to Butte Falls in 1910.
